In a London police court recently a 
teacher in a public school was prose- 
cuted for assaulting a pupil by caning 
bim, ‘The magistrate decided that he 
had not used undue violence and there- 
fore discharged the master.

REAL PATERNALISM. 


How Quebec Was Governed In the 
Early Days. 

Some of the ordinances of the ear- 
ty Governor and Council of Quebec 
{In the days of the French regime, 
show to what extent the Government 
was paternal. For instance, the In- 
tendant Roudot came to the conclu- 
sion that the people in and about 
Montreal raised too many horses, 
which -prevented them from raising 
cattle and sheep. He, therefore, com- 
manded that no inhabitant should 


‘own more than two horses or mares, 


and one foal. The people were given 
a time within which to dispose of 
their surplus horses, after which 
animals in excess of the specified 
number would be killed. 

Another remarkable ordinance was 
that of the Intendant_ Bigot, the 
“arch-grafter’’ of later years of the 
old regime. With a view of promoting 
agriculture and protecting the morals 
of.the farmers by saving them from 
the temptations of the cities, he pro- 
claimed to them: ‘‘We prohibit and 
forbid you to remove to this town 
(Quebec) under any pretext what- 
ever without our permission in writ- 
ing, on pain of being expelled and 
sent back to your farms, your fur.i- 
ture and goods confiscated, and a 
fine of fifty livres laid on you for the 
benefit of the hospitals; and further- 
more, we forbid ~1] inhabitants of the 
city to let houses or rooms to per- 
sons coming from the country on 
pain of a fine of one hundred livres, 
also applicable to the hospitals.” 

One of the problems of the econo- 
misfs of to-day is how to check the 
movement cityward of the rural 
population—how to keep the people 
on the Jand. The problem is stil! un- 
solved, but, pressing as it is, it is 
quite certain that our Government 
would not dare adopt Intendart Bi- 
got’s drastic policy, which is only 
possible under an autocratic rule 
tacked by adequate power to enforce 
it without regard to the will of the 
people, That such an ordinance was 
possible shows what was the condi- 
tion of public affairs in Canada dur- 
Ing the days of the old regime. 

“The spirit of absolutism,” writes 
Parkman, “is everywhere apparent, 
In regard to this very matter,’’ writes 
the Intendant Meules, ‘It is of very 
great consequence that the people 
should not be left at liberty to speak 
their minds.’ 

One further instance of the point 
of view of the Government that ruled 
Canada during those now long-ago 
years. In 1671 a resident of Quebec 
ramed Paul Dupuy was heard to say 
that there is nothing like righting 
one's self, and that whe the people 
of England cut off the head of King 
Charles I., they did a good thing. 
This was twenty-two years after the 
execution of Charles at the close of 
war against Parliament. 

Dupuy was arrested and taken be- 
fore the Sovereign Council, That 
body cared little about’ England’s 
kings and had no reason for caring, 
but it held Dupuy guilty of speaking 
ill of royaity in the person of the 
King of Wngland, and condemned 
him to be led in a shirt, with a rope 
about his neck, and a torch in his 
hadn, to the gate of the Governor's 
palace and there to beg pardon for 
his words. From there he was to be 
taken ‘to’the pillory in the Lower 
Town to be branded on the cheek, 
and set in the stocks for half an 
hour; then to be led back to prison,

LORD STRATHGONA’S CAREER 


Life Full of Romance’ and Suggestive- 
ness for Young Men 


Lord Strathcona, the High Commis- 
sioner for Canada, who died in Lon- 
don at the age of ninety-four, was one 
of the world’s great empire builders. 
His life was full of romance and pack- 
ed with suggestiveness for young men. 
For thirty years he was buried in the 
wilds of Labrador with no one but the 
I.diaus and trappers for his compan- 
ions, two thousand miles from any- 
where. Coming of good sturdy Scotch 
ancestry he built up a strong body 
while he gained skill in trading and an 
intimate knowledge of the life of the 
wilds. Ile was the representafive of 
the Hudson’s Bay Company whose 
sign H.B.C. is sometimes read to mean 
“Here Before Christ.” 
Donald Smith dreamed of a united 
Canada, and when he came to a posit: 
ion of power as the head cf the com- 
pany which he served he determined 
to make his dream a _ reality. The 
Northwest Territories were purchased 
by the newly formed Dominion from 
the Company, and he with a few others 
of the same spirit and temper project- 
ed the Canadian Pacific Railway to 
bind the east and west together. It is 
easy to see the Wisdom of that project 
now, but when it was proposed it was 
lovovh @ St us an impraeticable, vis- 
ionary idea, it was Donald Smith's 
faith that made the presenr Canada 
by opening up the Great West, that 
land of marvelous fertility and pro- 
ductiveness, All Canadians delighted 
to do him honor, and when he was 
elevated to the peerage by Queen Vic- 
toria it was felt that this notable re- 
cognition of his services was worthily 
bestowed. 

Strathcona died 2 very wealthy man 
and to the end of his career he kept 
in active touch with educational, phil- 
anthronis and religious work through- 
out the Dominion. He was not con- 
tent to delegate his givings to others, 
but arrived at a secision as to what 
he should do after painstaking inquiry 
and investigation.

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“STRANGE SEA TREASURE. 


Arabergris Is One of the Most Prized 
’ Prodiicts‘of the Meep, 

A piece’ of dmberyris estimated to 
be worth &bont $150,000, recently 
brought into Victoria, B.C., was de- 
clared to be. on@ of the 
masses of this stran_e sea treasure 
ever found. 

Because of its great value, the in- 
frequency with which it is found and 
the mystery which. Jong existed.as to 
its origin ambergris from the earliest 
limes has been regarded as one of tho 
most prized products of the-deep. It 
is a solid, fatty, inflammable sub- 
stance, generally of a “quill gray or 
blackish color, and possessing after 
exposure: to .the «air a’ peculiarly 
sweet, earthy odor. Ambergris is now 
known to be a morbid secretion form- 
ed in the intestines of the sperm 
whale, but-for centuries it was var- 
lously believed to be the solidified 
foam of the sea, fungoid marine 
growth, gum which exuded from the 
trees and flowed into the ocean, or 
bye-product of bird life, 

Ambergris occurs in lumps of var- 
jous*shapes and sizes from half an 
ounce to 150 pounds or more. When 
first taken from the whale it throws 
off a very. offensive odor. This grad- 
ually gives way to a subtle aroma, 
said by some writers faintly to sug- 
gest that of honey. Although its 9'- 
most sole use to-day is the making 
of perfumery, ambergris was for cen- 
turies lifghly esteemed as a medicine 
for certain diseases, and it was long 
used in the sacred rites of the church 


and in ‘connection with « fragrant 
gums burned in the apartments of 
royalty 


All seafaring” men are constantly 
on the lookout for ambergris, yet 
many whaling skippers in fifty years 
of éxpetience have never come across 


fa quarter 6unhce of the substance The 


amount of ambergris produced annu- 
hlly from all sources varies greatly, 
fearcely any being, found’ in some 
years, while in others a single chunk 
worth $100,000’ and more may be 
brought in by some fortunate vessel. 

What is undoubtedly the most val- 
uable lot ever secured up to recent 
date was a mass of 162 pounds ob- 
tained in 1891, and was finally sold in 
London for about $50,000. For trade 
reasons details as to iis finding and 
marketing were 'ong veiled in deep- 
est secrecy. One of the most valu- 
able pieces of ambergrls ever received 
in América was taken in 1894 from 
a whale near the Cape Verde Islands. 
It weighed 109 pounds and sold for 
about $26,000, the best parts bring- 
ing $250 a pound.

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NATIONAL DEBTS. 


France Leads, and the United States 
Trails the Great Powers. 

Do you worry when your monthly 
bills come around? If you do it might 
be worth while to know that there are 
some real debtors in the world, for sta- 
tistics that have just been completed 
at Washington reveal the fact that the 
national debts of the world aggregate 
$42,000,000,000. Ten years ago it was 
about $32,000,000,000, ard forty yeara 
ago it was but a little over $20,000,000,- 
000, having doubled in four decades. 

The largest national debt is that of 
the republic of France, a total of $6, 
284,000,000. The next largest fs that 
of the United Kingdom, including 
British India, a total of $4,961,000,000, 
Germany lacks less than $50,000,000 of 
this total, the debt of the empire and 
of the German states totaling $4,914, 
000,000. Russian owes $4,553,000,000; 
Austria-Hungary, $3,753,000,000; Italy, 
$2,707,000,000; Spain, $1,815,000,000; 
Japan, $1,242,000,000, and down at the 
foot of the list of great powers is the 
United States, with $1,028,000,000. 

But if the nations of the world owe 
much they also own much, for their 
annual revenues total $12,179,000,000 
and their annual expenditures $12,- 
308,000,000.—Leslie’s Weekly. 
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WAR ON FOX HUNTING. 


England's Classic Sport Actually Mene 
aced by Her Farmers. 

The glory is departing from country 
life in England, and common sense is 
coming in. English farmers are band. 
ing together to declare war on foxes 
und fox bunting.

Fenceposts. 

The agricultural experiment station 
of Ohio has been making some tests 
us to which end of a post should be set 
in the ground. Farmers generally be- 
lieve in planting it with the butt or 
root end upward, on the principle that 
as it is easier for the sap to run up 
the tree than down it setting the post 
upside down tends to prevent the rise 
of water and helps to keep the wood 
dry. The Obfo officials planted 156 
black locust posts twenty years ago. 
One-third of those set top down have 
rotted off, and only a little more than 
one-sixth of those set top up have 
inet a similar fate. They reech the 

onclusion that there Is no difference 
which end is put Into the ground, ex- 
ept that the sounder or longer end 
should have the preference. 


Wood That Won't Rot. 

According to the Chemical News, @ 
wood which will never rot has been 
found in that of the mangrove. For 
four years pleces of mangrove wood 
have been lying In soaking pits at 
Collonges, France, surrounded with 
all the elements susceptible of produc- 
{ng tue decomposition and rotting of 
wood in a minimum of time, but they 
have not yet shown signs of altera- 
tion. The quality is due to the close- 
ness of {ts grain and the large quan 
tity of tannin ft contains, Mangrove 
wood resists twice as much bending 
strain ns oak, It Is easily worked and 
tis not brittle. 


Ancient Damascus. 

Although a railway now connects 
Damascus with Belrut, ft has intro- 
duced no great change in the customs 
of the natives and thelr mode of liv-
